UT police chief asks 
students to be vigilant

AUSTIN — David Carter, police chief at the 
University of Texas at Austin, responded to 
bombings when he worked SWAT and homi- 
cide as a city cop. 

But he’s never seen never anything like this. 

The serial bomber who has planted a half- 
dozen explosive devices in and around Austin 
this month has cast a pall of anxiety and dread 
over the people of what’s one of the safest cities 
in America. It’s a feeling of helplessness Carter 
said can be reversed only by community action 
and personal responsibility. 

Ifyou live outside of the capital city, in Dallas 
or Denton or farther afield, he implores you to 
reach out to your loved ones here. If youre a UT 
student, Carter wants you to take out those ear- 
buds and put down your phones. Be engaged 
with your surroundings because, frankly, there’s

Footage from FedEx 
camera could be key

AUSTIN — Police investigating the serial 
bomber terrorizing Austin may have several 
new leads, including surveillance video that 
“could possibly” show the person. 

U.S. Rep. Michael McCaul, an Austin Re- 
publican, told The Associated Press on Tuesday 
about the potential video evidence. The footage, 
he said, may show the bomber at a FedEx distri- 
bution center near San Antonio, where a pack- 
age bomb exploded early Tuesday morning. 

Also Tuesday, another congressman said 
FedEx has turned over what is believed to be a 
second bomb, this one intact, to investigators. 
The package could yield important clues about 
the identity of the perpetrator. 

“They're trying to figure out how to open the 
package without destroying it,’ U.S. Rep. Lloyd 
Doggett, D-Austin, told the Austin American-

Lovefest breaks out at ribbon-cutting 


NAFTA 1s real guest of honor during 
Mexican pasta giant's plant opening

CLEBURNE — What began as a ribbon-cut- 
ting for a new investment by a Mexican compa- 
ny in Texas evolved into a lovefest for NAFTA on 
Tuesday when speaker after speaker extolled the 
basic principles behind the embattled program. 

In remarks by everyone from Texas Gov. 
Greg Abbott to Mexico’s secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, the focus was on how the decades-old pact, 
which is being renegotiated, has benefited the 
United States and especially Texas. 

The official occasion was the opening of a 
150,000-square-foot, state-of-the-art produc-

Cuban oblivious to ‘hostile 
and toxic workplace; needs 
to do more, she says

Melissa Weishaupt believes it’s 
time she becomes more than an 
anonymous voice. 

A month after Weishaupt’s anon- 
ymous statements to Sports Illus- 
trated were featured prominently in 
a story detailing a Dallas Mavericks 
corporate culture prevalent with 
predatory sexual behavior and mi- 
sogyny, she attached her name and 
face to her comments Tuesday. 

Weishaupt wrote a first-person 
essay published on Sports Illustrat- 
ed’s website Tuesday about her expe- 
riences working in marketing and 
game operations for the Mavericks 
from 2010 to 2014 and why she be- 
lieves owner Mark Cuban still 
doesn’t recognize the problem. In an 
extensive interview Tuesday with 
The Dallas Morning News, Weish- 
aupt opened up about how she be- 
came a target of former Mavericks 
president and CEO Terdema Ussery. 

Weishaupt was among more than 
a dozen former and current Maver- 
icks employees whom STinterviewed 
during its one-month investigation. 
She said she’s been influenced by the 
#MeToo movement and hopes other 
women allegedly sexually harassed 
by Ussery during his Mavericks ten-

MEXICAN ELECTION 


Some 
won't get 
to vote 


Consulate in Dallas lacks 
enough slots to register all 
the interested immigrants

Some Mexican immigrants in 
North Texas are finding out they 
can't register to vote in Mexico's July 
presidential election even though 
the deadline is more than a week 
away, on March 31. 

Potential voters are being sched- 
uled for appointments to fill out 
their registration paperwork, but 
those appointments are now being 
scheduled for April and beyond — 
after the deadline to register to vote 
in the presidential election. 

For the first time in a presidential 
election, Mexicans can register from 
outside their homeland to vote ab- 
sentee. In the past, they had to go 
home to register. 

The change has left Mexican con- 
sulates around the U.S. swamped. 
By mid-March, more than 615,000 
Mexicans living outside Mexico had 
begun the registration process. The 
North Texas diplomatic post has al- 
ready started the process for about 
67,400 registrants. 

More than 10 million Mexican-
